official optimism of financial 
assistance from the Welfare 
and) Development Corpora- 
tion was based on somewhat 
fiimay foundations, or that

Premier By Big Vote 


INDEPENDENT 
OF COMMUNIST

M. Pierre Mendes-France, left-wing 
Radical ‘‘peace or quit’ leader, was today 
elected Prime Minister of France with a 


heavy majority. 
It was officially

The sentence, — summarily 
carried out, was the most 
severe that could be given in 
war to o Flag Officer of distine- 
tien and high standing, such as 
might have been given for 
cowardice, lack of encrgy, oF 
luck of u sense of responsibility, 


The Facts 


Those, First Lord, are the 
facts os many see them today 
and as they have been publicly 
stated, and which jin the inter- 
ests of the service we feel it 
right to bring to your notice. 
We therefore most respectfully 
suggest that it is highly desir- 
able that they should be In- 
quired into by the present Board 
of Admiralty. 

Should you, after hearing us 
at the Interview, accept our re- 
commendation of an inquiry, 
constituted as we have sub- 
mitted, then we consider that 
its recommendstions should be 
final, Should the inquiry dis- 
close that Admiral North had 
been unjustly dealt with, or 
more severcly so than tho facts 
merited, such public statement 
ns you migtit decide should be 
made to clear his reputation.

will remember that the 
Cooiman at our last Annual 
Meeting give warning that In- 
creased competition and reduced 
freight rates in many of our

during 1933. This forecast has 
unfortunutely proved — correct, 
although we must not lose sight 
of the fact that the years 1961 
and 1952 belonged tu au period 
of excepNonal prosperity in the 
thypping industry which could 
not be expected to continue. The 
recession from this boom period 
has nude Itself felt perhaps to 
a greater degree In our Far 
Eastern trades than in many 
others. In addition (o the dis- 
turbing effect of strong and often 
impetuous competition ond 
con:equent over - tonnaging of 
berths, the total quantity of 
cargo offering én our main ser- 
vices fell considerably in conse- 
quence of import restrictions jm- 
posed by counties such as 
Austral and Japan. For the 
entrepot trade of Hongkong it- 
self, 1953 has been a depressing 
year, The United Nations em- 
bargo has probably affected 
Hongkong more than any other 
country In the world. 

Judged In this Light, tho re- 
sults of the year ended 3ist 
December 1953, while compar- 
ing unfavourably wilh — the 
previous year, ure perhaps not 
unsatisfactory. 

Before referring to the detalls 
of the Accounts [ will give ao 
brief surnmary cf our operations, 
The avallable tonnage at the 
Company's disposal during 1953 
averaged about 10,000 tons less 
per month than in 1952, due 
to the termination cf the Hin- 
dustan Charter lute in 1952 ond 
that cf the Kaflristan in June 
1953. With the increased 
Japanese participation in the 
Australia trade it was apparent 
that the Company's own vessels 
Eastern Star, Eastern Glory and 
Eastern Saga would be sufficient 
to maintain our Australia China 
Line service.

On Trial 


For Alleged 
Murder 


The trial of PC Wong Tung-yan, accused of 
having shot his colleague, PC Choi Ng-pun, to 
death at the Peak Police Station on February 24, 
opened at the Criminal Sessions this morning 
before Mr Justice C. W. Reece and a Jury of three 


women and four men. 


The accused is being defended 
by Mr Patrick Yu (instructed 
by Mr F. X. d’Almada), 

Prosccuting Is Senior Crown 
Counsel, Mr D. F, O, Mayne, 
who told the Jury in his open- 
ing of the case that the accused 
was on guard duty on the day 
of the alleged murder and -had 
a rifle loaded with five rounds 
of ammunition, . 

On that day there was a cer~ 
tain amount of tension In the 
Station because on the follow- 
ing day there was golng to bo 
an inspection by a senior Police 
officer. Such inspections were 
important events in the Ife of 
a constable for'a smart and 
alert PC might be promoted, 
whereas on the other hand !f he 
was found to be slack he might 
be demoted or punished.

Tang was sentenced to death 
by Mr Justice C.W. Retce on 
May 22 when a Jury convicted 
him for murder, He was sald to 
have almosb decapitated his 
mother with a dhopper In Par 
Mei Village, Lantao on March 9 

Crown Counsel, Mr D.N.E. 
Rea disclosed this moming that 
fhe was sentenced to seven years 
ond 12 strokes in 1947 for 
rebbery and ‘had convictions for 
gambling offences. 

Defence Counsel, Mr R. W. S. 
Winter, (instructed by Mr G. 
Golby), appealed against the 
conviction on the ground that 
the Trial Judge did not sufi- 
clently direct the Jury on pro- 
vocation and Intent to such an 
extent as to_amount to a mis- 
direction. He contended that 
Tang should have been convict- 
ed of manslaughter and not of 
murder, 

The Full Court held that Mr 
Winter was right In asking It to 
substitute a verdict man- 
slaughter for murder, and ask- 
ed Mr Rea whether he intended 
to support the Jury’s verdict. 

The Full Court was of the 
opinion that the Trial Judge did 
not explain to the Jury that even 
though they did not completely 
eccept the story of the acoused 
es to the events of Pataki 
lar morming, ye 
were In doubt a9 to whether he 
was correct or not then it would 
be proper for them to return a 
verdict of manslaughter. 


TECHNICAL OMISSION 

Mr Rea maintalned that on 
the Trial Judge’s lucid summing- 
wp on provocation the Jury 
were entitied to arrive at their 
verdict. If the Court felt there 
had been a misdirection in the 
summing-up he submitted this 
was a proper case In which it 
could make an order for re- 
trial. At most it was a technical 
omission on the part of tho 
Trlal Judge and had it appeared 
in his summing-up {t would not 
have affected the Jury and the 
verdict would have been the 
same, argued Mr Rea. 

Giving ihe Full Court's 
decision, Mr Justice Gould sald 
that they had carefully examined 
the record of the case, The 
evidence was almost entirely 
eircumstantinl ond the only 
defence. put up at the trial was 
that the accused was provoked 
sufficiently to:reduce the offence 
to manslaughter. They ‘story the 
accused told ‘was, to the mind 
of the Full Court.very unlikely, 
but it was novertheless rightly 
left to the Jury by the - Trial 
Judge to bring in a verdict of 
manslaughter if they considered 
it r. 

er quoting the authorilics 
regarding directing the Jury. on 
provocation, Mr Gould pointed 
out a case where the Court of 
Appeal.held that the Jury were 
not adequately directed « that 
reasonable doubt whether pro- 
vocation existed, a5 opposed to 
confident assurance that Jt did, 
was sufficient to require the 
milder view to be taken,
